Permitting the State Health 
Departmen to marked svnnematin, 
an antibiotic it has developed to 
fight typhoid fever and other di­ 
seases. 
The possible exception: 
IF Congress expands the cover­

four or more. Williams said he will 
a.-k the Legislature to do the same. 
At present, state and federal law 
limits coverage to employers of 
eight or more. 
“ The purpose of this special ses­ 
sion." Williams said, "is to relieve 
the dangerous emergency now ex­ 
isting in our overcrowded prisons. 
It ought not to be too cluttered up 
with other questions which

wait until January.” 
There was some talk that the 
session may last longer than the 
originally planned one day. The 
lawmakers said they might receive 
the governor’s message and recess 
until next week.

Bill Drafted 


BATTLE CREEK LP—State Sen. 
Creighton R. Coleman, Senate Re­ 
publican floor leader, said today 
he is drafting a bill which would 
confine four categories of prisoners 
in county jails instead of state 
prisons. 
The bill may be introduced at 
Wednesday's special session of the 
Legislature, he said, 
The four categories are: 
I 
Persons 
drawing 
checks 
against insufficient funds where the 
amounts 
are 
insignificant. 
This 
does not include check forgers and 
habitual bad check passers. 
2. Chronic disorderly conduct of-, 
fenders. 
3. Persons convicted of unlawful 
use of motor vehicles, which in 
most cases are teen-agers w’ho go 
for a joy ride in someone’s car 
without permission. 
4. Persons convicted of family, 
desertion and non-support. 
Coleman said 
there are more 
than 200 men now serving time in 
Michigan prisons on these four of­ 
fenses. 
The bill, if passed, would some­ 
what offset Gov. Williams’ request 
for 1650.000 to provide a new dor­ 
mitory at the Ionia State Reforma­ 
tory to house 150 additional prison­ 
ers. 
Coleman said he still favors a 
new dormitory at Ionia but be­ 
lieves $225,000 will do the job.
